Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

As  in  past  years,  and  in  accordance  with  instructions 
from  the  Ministry,  the  report  is  in  tabulated  form  and  only 
alterations  and  developments  duiing  the  year  will  be 
specifically  reported  on.  In  common  with  other  districts 
the  matter  receiving  chief  attention  was  in  connection  with 
housing.  This  necessitated  the  appointment  of  Mr.  White 
as  Housing  Inspector.  This  report,  which  is  incorporated 
with  Mr.  Metcalfe’s,  shows  the  activity  in  Housing  matters

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SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 
for  the  Area. 

(1)  Public  Health  Staff, 

See  the  beginning  of  the  Report.  This  is  increased 
from  last  year's  by  the  addition  of  Mr.  G.  R.  White,  whose 
duties  are  in  connection  with  housing. 

(2)  (a)  Laboratory  Facilities 

are,  as  in  previous  years,  available  at  the  Clinical 
Research  Association  and  the  Laboratory  at  Victoria 
Avenue,  Harrogate. 

One  hundred  and  six  (106)  swabs  were  sent  for 
examination  for  Diphtheria.  Of  these  98  were  negative  and 
8  positive.  This  unusually  large  number  was  due  to  the 
presceuce  of  Diphtheria  at  Norton-le  Clay. 

Eight  sputa  were  sent  for  the  detection  of  Tuberculosis* 
Of  these  two  were  positive  and  six  negative. 

A  specimen  of  blood  was  submitted  in  connection  with 
a  suspected  case  of  Typhoid  fever  and  was  found  to  be 

negative. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities 

These  are  as  in  former  years,  and  are  satisfactory.

Seventeen  (17)  cases  were  transported  for  accidents  and 
22  for  immediate  operation. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

As  in  previous  years,  and  not  under  the  control  of  the 
Council.

There  are  no  clinics  or  treatment  centres  other  than 
those  controlled  by  Nursing  Associations  or  by  the  County 
Council. 

(e)  Hospitals — Public  and  Voluntary. 

The  only  Hospital  under  the  control  of  the  Council  is 
the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Pen  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  treated  in  Isolation 
Hospitals  during  the  year;  one  of  these  died.  As  we  were 
unable  to  accommodate  four  of  them,  two  were  admitted  to 
Northallerton  and  two  to  York. 

Eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  treated  in  Hospital — 
five  in  our  own  Hospital  and  three  at  Northallerton.

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over,  Infectious  and 
other  Diseases. 


2.  The  principal  infectious  disease  reported  during  the 
year  was  Diphtheria.  This  assumed  epidemic  form  at  one 
time  and  was  final!}'  traced  to  a  school  infection.  The  cases 
were  isolated  in  Hospital  and  the  epidemic  abated.  This 
occurred  in  March.  In  August  there  W'as  a  recurrence  and 
the  County  Medical  Officer  assisted  in  the  endeavour  to 
trace  the  origin.  Fortunately  the  number  affected  was 
small  and  the  disease  was  confined  as  far  as  our  area  was 
concerned  to  two  houses,  and  by  isolation  and  disinfection 
of  the  infected  premises  the  disease  wras  got  under  control.

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  information  a  statement  of 
the  Sanitary  Works  carried  out  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances,  remedying  of  insanitary  conditions  and  other 
matters  of  inspection  during  the  year  1937. 

Mr.  G.  R.  White,  M.S.I.A.,  Cert.  S.I.B.  was  appointed 
as  Housing  Inspector  in  July,  1937,  and  his  report  is 
included  under  Housing. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN

Water. 

19  water  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  during 
the  year,  and  in  2  cases  were  found  unsatisfactory  for 
drinking,  the  use  of  such  wells  was  discontinued  and  piped 

water  laid  on. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  sewage  tanks  and  ditches  which  serve  most  of  the 
Villages  in  the  area  have  received  periodical  attention  so 
as  to  prevent  nuisance.  In  all  78  tanks  have  been  cleaned 
out  and  15  sewage  ditches  cleansed. 
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Scavenging.

Trade  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  from  Shop¬ 
keepers’  premises  in  Thirsk  and  Sowerby  by  arrangement, 
a  small  annual  charge  being  made  for  this  service. 

The  Council’s  employees  also  sweep  up  after  the  week¬ 
ly  Monday  Market. 

The  refuse  is  collected  by  motor  vehicle  and  disposed 
of  by  incineration  at  the  Council’s  Incinerating  Plant 
erected  in  1932. 

House  refuse  is  collected  by  Contract  in  one  other 
Village  in  the  area,  and  in  other  villages  tins,  bottles  and 
other  incombustible  refuse  is  periodically  collected  and 
disposed  of  by  tipping.

Individual  Houses. 

Under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  193G,  during 
1987  o  houses  were  represented  as  being  unlit  for  human 
habitation,  and  not  capable,  at  a  reasonable  expense,  of 
being  rendered  so  lit.  The  Housing  Committee  accepted 
the  undertaking  of  the  owners  to  carry  out  the  work 
necessary  to  make  the  houses  fit  in  5  cases. 
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Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

During  the  Year  15  persons  were  registered  under  the 
Milk  &  Dairies  Order,  1926,  namely  4  for  the  Sale  of 
Butter  and  Retailers  of  Milk,  9  as  Producers  and  Whole¬ 
salers  of  Milk  and  one  Retail  Purveyor. 

There  were  225  registered  premises  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  namely  85  Producers  and  Wholesale  Traders  of  Milk, 
51  Producer  Retailers  of  Milk,  89  as  Cowkeepers  for  Sale  of 
Butter  and  3  dairy  premises  where  no  cows  were  kept. 

There  is  only  one  Licensed  Producer  of  Certified  Milk 
in  the  Area,  of  which  such  milk  is  sold  outside  the  district. 

The  is  no  Pasteurized  Milk  produced  or  sold  in  the 
Area. 

No  complaint  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  whole¬ 
someness  of  the  milk  or  butter  within  the  district.
